body mad in the family is hard 
enough for the relatives to bear, 
and they cannot aiso finance the 
treatment, especialy if it is the 
father of the family who is in- 
volved. In most countries that 
have mental institutions at all, the 
families of the ill have a cholee. 
They can put the patient in a 
wblic institution and wash thelr 

ands of him, even if they visit 

at regular intervals, or they can 
salve their conscience and spend 
every penny they possess on put- 
ting him in a private home where 
the treatment may, or may not, 
be a Httle more considerate. We 
are not even getting’ this choice. 


Effect of law 


Mr. Shemtov also pointed out that 
mental treatment is often quite 
short nowadays, with the aid of 
modern drugs, and that most pa- 
tients may expect to 
their homes and work in a matter 
of weeks or months. That is true, 
and it is 8 fortunate change. 
Perhaps he will consider that af- 
ter three months of confinement 
a patient shail become a charge 
of the government? 


What the law proposes is really 
that if the family has an income 
or any property it shall first be 
reduced to insolvency, and when 
this has been achieved, the Gov- 
ernment will pay in their stead. 


Mr, Ben Meir (N.R.P.) said that 
we give children primary educa- 
tion without asking whether by 
any chance their parenta can pay 
for it, If they can, they are be- 
ing ‘taxed stiffly enough. People 
pay for their membership in Ku- 
pat Holim or in other sick funds 
to make sure that if some or 
Hneas should occur in the family 
it should not also beg ar’ them. 
Kupat Hollm places its and 
conditions on payment for mental 
treatment because its length may 
make it ruinous.

By Lea Levavi 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
ΟἿΕ 90 per cent of the students 
who have completed the Hebrew- 
University'a Pre-Academic Centre’s 
courses, which bring those needing 
i up to university requirements, 
have ent local univereltics. All 
but & per cent have graduated — 8 
dropout rate far Jower than the 
average. Seventeen have even achlev- 
ed the remarkable: acceptance at 
Israeli medical schools, Others ware 
accepted at such selective faculties 
ag pharmacy, social work, mathema- 
tics, and agriculture. 

During the past eight years over 
a thousand young Israelis — and 
another thousand acw ‘Immigranta 
— have had their “second chance” 
at the Centre. What is now a large 
and varied programme — with 800 
students this academic year — star- 
ted modeatly in 1068, at the army's 
intuative, with 45 selected soldiers 
from Oriental backgrounds. While 
atl in the army, they spent thelr 
last year of service at courses de- 
aligned to bring them up to matricu- 
lation level, 

In 1968, the project expanded to 
ἱποίυδα soldiers after tholr dis- 
charge, with young men (and women) 
selected for training at Tar-Ilan 
University ag well as the Hebrow 
University. The Centro was ‘also 
Opened to new Immigrants, and even

units prefer to “adopt” a student 
of a given background, Yeruham 
Goldman, secretary of the Alumni 
Association, explained, when I mat 
him in his Jerusolem office — for 
inetance, an adoption unit in Beer- 
sheba, wanted to adopt a student 
from that town; a religious group 
sometimes prefers a religious astu- 
dent; and some “adoption units,’ or. 
Banized along professional lines, want 
to help train someone entering the 
same field. 


“But lawyers prefer to adopt 
boys who want to be scientists. 
They tell me jokingly that it’s be- 
cause they don't want to help train 
thelr future competitors,” sald Mr. 
Goldman. Members of thé adoption 
unit receive letters from and about 
the “adopted” student through the 
university, which gives out {πὸ 
scholarships. But lt is the Agsocia- 
tlon’s policy not to arrange meet- 
Ings between the student and his 
patrons to avold making the .re- 
elpicnts uncomfortable. 

Some enthusiastic atumni have 
Spread the idea to Rotary and 
other service clubs. A Jewish Ro- 
tary member in a amall South 
African town began sending several 
hundred pounds a month, Mr. Gold- 
man convinced the donor to let 
him establish ‘a special fund for his 
contribublons which will guarantee 
at least two scholarships a year 
even if the contributions should atop. 

“We would of course love to in- 
terest more foreign contributors so 
we can give more scholarships.” 


Since the programme: hegan about 


65 scholarships have heen given; 
14 two years ago, 21 last year, 
and over 30 this year, An “adop- 
tlon unit!’ supports adopted stu- 
dents' studies for the three years 
of undergraduate work. The funds, 
turned over to the university, aro 
used to cover tultion fees. 


Immigrants are integrated into the
